directions. At the time of the acciden 
the space between these two reels was 
less than three inches, and it is th. 
duty of the third hand to watch for anj 
break in the paper and when one 
occurs to push the broken end though 
the opening so that it will continue on 
the rolls. This is no doubt what bap 
pened at this time. Patrick allowing 
his hand to get in too far and he was 
caught and with lightning-like rapidity 
palled between the rolls, his body pass- 
ing between them, while his head re- 
mained on the outer end. and thus es- 
caped injury. After bis body struck 
the floor on the opposite side of the 
reels, the young man made an effort to 
rise, but was unable to do sp and was 
picked up and carried to the finishing 
room, where everything possible was 
done for his relief. 
He seemed per- 


fectly conscious, asked tor bis mother 
and father, and then requested to be 
given a drink and also something to 
eat. A few minutes later, apparently 
eali zing the seriousness of bis condi- 
tion and feeling that his strength was 
ebbing away he commenced to pray to 
the Redeemer' of mankind and His 
blessed mother, in accordance with the 
teachings of the Catholic church, of 
which he was a faithful young mem- 
ber. Dr. E. H. Rogers, who bad been 
summoned, arrived before the end, but 
nothing could be done to save the life 
of the unfortunate boy, and death had 
already come to claim its own before 
the heart-broken father reached the 
scene 


Death was due to internal injuries, 


three ribs being broken on the right 
side, and the bones no doubt penetrated 
the lungs, the physician finding that 
side of the body inflated with air. 


The deceased had lived here with his 


parents since childhood and was born 
at Appleton, March 13th. 1889, being 
twenty years of age. 
His education 


was secured at St. Stephen's parochial 
school, and after leaving he went to 
work. He was a bright young man. a 
general favorite with companions and 
friends, and all who knew him have 
naught but kind words to offer in his 
behalf.

These notes arc 
mamif.'u hired from fine Irish linen, 
and the peculiar properties of the Test 
water (so called from the river of that 
name) produce paper of a purity and 
texture unsurpassed. The secret of 
^he security of the Bank of England 
lote against forgery and counterfelt- 
ng is said to be entirely in the paper 
tself and not in the printing. 
In addition, the notes show a water- 


mark so cleverly devised that an ex- 
icrt from the mill can tell by a glance 
at the date of manufacture the very 
name of tbe employee who made it. 
The watermark is produced by a de- 
sign countersunk In the woven wire 
bottoms of the trays in which the hot 
paper pulp is poured and dried. It has 
never been successfully imitated. 


Extraordinary precautions are taken 


j for the security of the mill where these 


notes are made, as well as of every- 
thing in the mill. There is, of course, 
a staff of police constantly in attend- 
ance and a private wire to police head- 
quarters, nine miles away. 


The watchmen who patrol the mill 


corridors every night must pass at 
each quarter of an hour clocks of won- 
derfully iugeniou'* construction, the re- 
volving dials of which are pierced with 
holes, which at the precise moment 
the watchman is due before them pass 
over a slot.

through a peg he carries, and the clock 
ticks on.

Thoughtful Men In England Disposed 


to Take Soldier's Warnings in 


Earnest by His Pessimistic 


Speech on Army. 


London.—Much comment has been 


caused by the exceptionally startling 
and pessimistis speech made at a re- 
cent sessiqn of the house of lords 
by Lord Roberts, the most renowned 
living British soldier. He had just re- 
turned to bis place in the house after 
attending the funeral of Gen. Sir Hugh 
Gough, a great Indian mutiny hero, 
who spent the last days of his life as 
keeper of the jewels in the»to-ner of 
London. On the way to Kensal Green 
cemetery, where Gen. Cough's body 
was interred, Lord Roberts walked be- 
hind the coffin, with his plumed field 
marshal's hat in his hand. It is pos- 
sible that this solemn event had some- 
thing to do with the hopeless tone of 
his speech. 


The great soldier, rising from his 


seat on the cross benches, was the 
central figure of an impressive scene. 
Liberal peers and unionist peers on 
each side of the house had their eyea 
fastened on the short, bronzed man in 
a frock coat—-bright-eyed and hale de- 
spite his 7? years and his long career 
as a soldier in many parts of the 
world, Lord Roberts had made many 
grave speeches on the subject of the 
army before. He had sounded a warn- 
ing at many a public dinner and fre- 
quently In the house of lords. But hi* 
speech on this evening went to a 
greater length of foreboding than any 
of Its predecessors. 


"We are told." said he. "that the 


army of 315.000 men will suffice 
Will 


it suffice to prevent a foreign army 
from Invading this country? I do not 
know what the territorial army 5s in- 
tended for. There Is no test but one. 
and that Is war. Are you going to 
wait until war comes? 


"We hare no army. 
We have 


neither an army to send abroad nor to, 
defend our country at home 
While 


we are sitting here and taking it so 
comfortably danger is coming nearer 
us every day. 
You will soon roscret 


your action now. It is to roe a per- 
fect marvel how anybody can sec what 
Is going on and know that our array 
would be perfectly useless if European 
powers were to attempt to send an 
expeditionary force. 
No other coun- 


try In the world would attempt to de- 


With Lord Roberts declaring that 


the army is a "sham," that he does 
not know what the territorial forces 
are intended for and that danger is 
"coming nearer us every day," and 
with Lord Charles Beresford stating 
in a private letter that if the British 
public knew the condition of the navy 
there would be a "panic," one is not 
surprised to discover a note of deep 
concern in much of contemporaneous 
British thought. It is true that many 
Britishers are disposed to discount the 
alarmist opinions of these men, but 
they are making a great impression 
all the same.
